Quorum  of  Seventies. 

Dear  Brethren: 

Sufficient  time  and  abundant  warning 
having  been  given  to  all  Presidents  and  members  of  the  various 
quorums  of  Seventies  to  obtain  their  Bishop’s  recommends  of  good 
standing  and  have  their  names  properly  enrolled  upon  their  respec- 
tive records , we  feel  now  that  justice  demands  immediate  action  in 
the  cases  of  those  who  have  failed  to  obey  the  past  advice.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  notice  given  in  our  recent  circular  you  are  hereby 
instructed  to  strike  from  your  rolls  the  names  of  all  who  have  failed 
to  comply  with  this  requirement , and  to  no  longer  consider  such  as 
members  of  your  quorums.  Of  course  if  there  is  any  possibility  of 
awakening  in  them  a renewed  love  for  the  Gospel  and  a desire  to 
assist  in  its  establishment , your  Priesthood  and  calling  demands 
that  you  should  labor  to  this  end , but  as  Seventies  they  have  proved 
themselves  unworthy  of  their  calling  and  their  places  must  therefore 
be  filled  with  other  and  worthier  men. 


It  must  not  be  supposed , however , because  a man  has  obtained 

his  recommend  that  his  standing  is  henceforth  secure;  for  it  is  incum 
bent  upon  each  quorum  to  see  that  every  member  continues  faithful 
in  his  position , otherwise  an  investigation  of  his  case  should  be  had 
and  such  action  taken  as  the  evidence  will  justify , and  in  strict  ac- 
cordance with  instructions  heretofore  given  upon  these  points. 

You  will  please  keep  us  advised  concerning  any  vacancies  there 
may  now  be  or  shall  hereafter  occur  in  the  Presidency  or  member- 
ship of  your  quorums , and  ordinations  of  new  members  or  appoint- 
ments of  new  Presidents  should  not  be  made  without  the  consent  of 
the  First  Council  or  under  the  personal  supervision  of  one  or  more 
of  the  First  Presidency,  Twelve  Apostles  or  First  Seven  Presidents 
of  the  Seventies. 

We  hope  you  visit  and  provide,  where  necessary,  for  the  wants 
of  the  families  of  your  associates  who  are  upon  missions , and  that 
those  of  our  brethren  who,  for  conscience  sake,  are  in  exile  or  prison 
are  by  your  words  and  deeds  assured  that  you  sympathize  with  them 
in  the  time  of  trial. 

We  trust  also  that  your  organizations  are  doing  much  towards 
the  instruction  and  preparation  of  worthy  men  for  the  ministry, 
and  that  every  Seventy  is  endeavoring  to  place  himself  in  a position 
financially  as  well  as  spiritually  to  go  upon  a home  or  foreign  mis- 
sion at  a moment's  notice. 

We  take  pleasure  in  presenting  you  herewith  a financial  state- 
ment for  the  year  ending  February  28 th,  1887,  that  you  may  know 
what  we  have  done  with  the  money  you  have  so  kindly  forwarded  us. 
We  thank  you  for  your  liberal  donations  and  hope  the  disbursement 
will  meet  with  your  approval,  as  we  desire  to  merit  your  future 
financial  assistance  in  order  not  to  be  cramped  ichen  wisdom  would 
dictate  an  expenditure  of  means.
